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City Manager Recommends Buying How to Save the Greenbelt 
Theater, Suggests It’s Affordable

Whether the city should ac- 
quire the theater in Roosevelt 
Center will be the topic of a pub- 
lic hearing at 8 p.m. on Wednes- 
day, October 18 in the Municipal 
Building. 

The opportunity for the city to 
acquire the theater arose because 
the owners of the two commer- 
cial buildings in Roosevelt Center 
have fallen behind on the pay- 
ments for a 1991 special assess- 
ment. They now owe $150,000 
in missed payments and interest 
and have offered to allow the city 
to acquire the theater in exchange 
for forgiveness of that debt, plus 
a reduction in future payments. 
While the city and the owners 
have not reached agreement on 
the amount, City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin said that “it 
is our understanding” that the 
owners are seeking a $2,000 to 
$3,000 per month reduction. 
(The amount is negotiable.) 
McLaughlin talked to the News 
Review about the proposal on 
September 27. - 

Although McLaughlin had ini- 
tially recommended against pur- 
chasing the theater due to the 
city’s tight budget, he has 
changed his recommendation 
based upon higher than expected 
city revenues. A late-August 
projection by City Treasurer Jef- 
frey Williams estimates that rev-

enues for the current fiscal year, 
which ends June 30, 2001, will 
be almost $300,000 more than 
shown in the adopted budget. 
Most of the increase comes from 
higher than expected income, ad- 
missions and amusements and 
hotel/motel taxes. McLaughlin 
cautions that most of the income 
tax increase will prove to be a 
one-time shot based upon state 
accounting practices, rather than 
an ongoing increase in the city’s 
revenue sources. The $300,000 
easily covers the $150,000 that 
would purchase the theater por- 
tion of the building. - In addition, 
the reduction of monthly fees the 
owners are seeking and possible 
subsidies of the theater's opera- 
tions can be afforded McLaughlin 
suggests. If the theater closed, 
the city would lose about 
$12,000 of admissions and 
amusement taxes currently gener- 
ated. Also, theater operator Paul 
Sanchez pays approximately 
$18,000 in rent to the owner. 
These two figures equal most of 
the added costs the city might 
bear in operating expenses, ac- 
cording to McLaughlin. 
Operations 

If the city goes ahead with the 
purchase, McLaughlin and City 
Solicitor Robert Manzi recom- 
mend that the city contract with 
a theater operator to run the the- 
ater, rather than have city staff 


attempt to assume this function. 7 


While the city has received in- 
quiries as to whether the facility 
would be available for other uses, 
such as daytime training sessions 
or conferences, McLaughlin said 
that the city’s primary objective, 
if it acquires the theater, would be 
to keep it operating-as a movie 
theater. McLaughlin and Manzi 
recommended that the agreement 
be crafted so as to give the opera- 
tor an incentive to make a profit, 
such as a profit -sharing provision 
once revenues exceed a specified 
level. 

It is fairly rare for a city to 
own commercial property such as 
the theater, however, McLaughlin 
said that the city is not aware of 
any legal impediments. The pub- 
lic purpose served by city acqui- 
sition of the theater would be to 


keep the theater open as a movie 


theater and to maintain a viable 
Roosevelt Center. The efforts of 
the last couple of years in the 
“Save the Theatre” campaign have 
reinforced the idea that the theater 
adds both economic and social 
vitality to Roosevelt Center and 
makes an important contribution 
to the social fabric of the commu- 
nity. -In the past, the owner has 
told council he might rent the 
theater space for other purposes, 
such as a dollar store. 

Another issue not yet resolved

Robin Downs Is Acting Elections 
Administrator for Prince George's

Acting Elections Administrator 
Robin Downs has been working 
up to 14 hours a day during this 
busy period before the general 
election managing the voter regis- 
try, Overseeing voter education 
projects and implementing the in- 
novative elections database she 
created to make the registration 
and vote tabulation processes 
more efficient. 

Downs officially took over 
Robert J. Antonetti Sr.’s position 
at the Prince George’s County 
Board of Elections on Sept. 1. 
The board will appoint an official 
- elections administrator after the 
general election and Downs could 
be eligible for the position. 

Downs has been with the 
board since May 1998, serving as 
Deputy to the Administrator until 
Antonetti’s retirement. 

Database 

She says: her biggest accom- 
plishment during her time with 
the board has been creating and 
implementing a massive database 
containing detailed information 
about all 199 county polling 
places. The database gives judges 
and staff members quick access 
to the number of active regis- 
trants, polling machines and 
judges at each site as well as 
phone numbers and whether or 


not a site is handicapped acces- 
sible. 

“I was so excited about creat- 
ing this program,” Downs said. 
“Tt cuts down on the staff's 
workload and centralizes every- 
thing we need for election day.” 

Downs says the database will 
allow for quick communication 
between the board and election 
judges if a problem occurs, like a 
malfunctioning machine, on elec- 
tion day. 

Downs and the rest of the 
board have a tight schedule this 
month. The deadline for voter 
registration is Oct. 13 at 9 p.m. 
Downs said it takes about a week 
to finish processing the voter in- 
formation and print out voter au- 
thorization cards after this first 
deadline. The staff also has about 
1,100 election judges that still 
must be trained, 100 machines 
that need to be programmed and 
sent to polling sites and tele- 
phone staff that need to be 
trained. Oct. 31 is the deadline 
for absentee ballot requests after 
which the additional voter infor- 
mation must be processed. 

Ballots 

As of Sept. 30, there were 
393,353 voters registered in the 
county. The Board will mail out 
specimen ballots to all registered 
voters before the election, which 
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will include information about the 
10 questions to appear on this 
year’s ballot. Downs said there 
will be eight constitutional ques- 
tions and two questions about lo- 
cal issues. 

Downs is also working with 
local schools on voter education 
projects for students. Recently 
many schools have called the 
board to request their help with 
their student government elections 
and mock elections. Downs said 
that she and the board try to 
mold their voter education pro- 
grams toward what each school

Theatre, FOGT Folks Ask

‘To buy or not to buy’ was the 
overbearing question sparking 
most comments during the 
Friends of the Greenbelt Theatre 
[FOGT] meeting on October 5. 
President Kevin Denney distrib- 
uted a handout from City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin con- 
cerning the city’s “Consideration 
of Acquisition of Greenbelt The- 
ater.” Denney strongly encouraged 
everyone present to attend the 


public hearing on this issue at 


7:30 p.m. on October 18 in the 
Community Center to show the 
city they care about their historic 
theater and would like the city to 
purchase it. 

Denney stressed that he wants 


to bring up the theater’s historic 


value during this hearing. The 
significance of its history is its 
most important quality, Denney 
kept reminding members. 

Some FOGT members want to 
recommend that the city purchase 
the building complex and retain 
operator Paul Sanchez, current 
owner of the theater, who rents 
the facility from George 
Christacos, landlord of the 


Roosevelt Center. 

Sanchez told the organization 
that he has written the city asking 
for financial help. He mentioned 
that the fall has traditionally been 
the theater’s worst season and 
that this year is no exception. 

The current movie, “The Exor- 
cist,” for example, is not drawing 
the crowds he had hoped for. 
Conversely, Sanchez mentioned 
that the movie is doing well at 
other area theaters. Since the 
movie is a new re-release, 
Sanchez had to commit to the 
movie distributor to show it for 
several weeks, which he now is 
obligated to do even though it 
has not been popular in Old 
Greenbelt. 

Sanchez estimates that the the- 
ater will need roughly $8,000 to 
$10,000 in outside help until the 
end of this year. He stressed 
again that he will be forced to 
close the theater by November 19 
if it is not subsidized (or bought) 
by the city. “I am putting money 


' into it every week,”’ Sanchez said.

Springhill Lake School 
Serves a Lot of Needs

On a busy afternoon, Jan 
Reed, vice principal of Springhill 
Lake Elementary School, de- 
scribed the hustle and bustle of a 
large school serving students 
with a variety of needs. She was 
joined by veteran teachers 
Heather Forrest and Sara Rosen. 
The school includes local stu- 
dents from Springhill Lake apart- 
ments and Berwyn Heights as 
well as about one-quarter of the 
students who are bused in for 
varying reasons. The school in- 
cludes a diagnostic wing for stu- 
dents with physical and/or learn- 
ing problems. Springhill Lake is 
also the English for Speakers of 
Other Languages (ESOL) school 
for the surrounding communities. 

The school continues to grow. 
Several years ago, it became so 
overcrowded that the sixth grad- 
ers were transferred to Greenbelt 
Middle School. Now the enroll- 
ment is at 900. Reed indicated 


that the increase was so signifi- 


cant that the school system as- 
signed four additional teachers, 


without waiting for the usual 


shifting of teachers in October. 


li According to Reed, there are six 


full-day kindergartens each with 
more than 22 students, a number 
that had been recognized as the 
maximum size desired by Dr. Iris 
T. Metts, Prince George’s County 


i Schools superintendent. In addi- 
lf tion, two new teachers are bilin- 


gual in Spanish. 
ESOL 
The number of international 


t students at the school has also 
been growing. This has been at- 


tributed to the number of interna- 
tional doctoral candidates from 


the University of Maryland who 
reside at Springhill Lake Apart- 
ments. The ESOL program is 
bursting at the seams with stu- 
dents speaking between 35 and 
40 different languages and dia- 
lects. Springhill Lake has one of 
the most diverse ESOL programs 
in the county, according to Reed, 
and children from surrounding 
schools are sent to Springhill 
Lake Elementary School for the 
program. 

Forrest and Rosen described a 
number of grant programs at the 
school. They have set up inno- 
vative programs in their classes 
that have become so successful 
that they are now sharing these 
programs with otner county 
schools. One program involved 
taping the spelling lessons in the 
ESOL class so that the students 
could hear the pronunciation of 
the words. The teachers mea- 
sured the results. They found an 
amazing improvement not only 
in spelling but in student confi- 
dence. 

Now they are working on a 
project to improve writing. They 
are using cards to prompt the 
students with transitional phrases” 
that are used in talking and writ- 
ing. The card might say “Once 
upon a time” to help students 
start a story. Rosen and Forrest 
have presented their research and 
findings at county “Teachers as 
Researchers” meetings. 

The school is proud of its 
multicultural background. One 
of its most successful programs 
for parents and students is the 
annual festival held in October 
celebrating Hispanic Heritage 
Month.

Loom Weaving to Be 
Taught at Schrom Fest 


The public is invited to Schrom 
Fest to celebrate Greenbelt’s 63rd 
year. The festival will be held at 
Schrom Hills Park October 14 
from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m.

Church Removes 
Hemlock Hedge 


A local landmark is gone. On 
Saturday, October 7 the evergreen tree 
hedge next to the Greenbelt Commu- 
nity Church was taken out by some 
of the members of the church. Most 
of the hemlock trees were dead or 
dying. An insect pest that is attack- 
ing hemlock trees throughout the re- 
gion was killing the trees. 

People passing by on Hillside 
Road and Crescent Road will remem- 
ber this row of evergreen trees was a 
fine sight when the trees were healthy, 
which they were as recently as a few 
years ago. But then the trees nearest 
to the church driveway began dying 
and soon more and more trees were 
affected. This hedge was one of the 
best examples in the city of the low 
key, but positive impact a hedge or 
group of plants of all the same type 
can have on a yard or piece of prop- 


The hemlock trees were planted 
soon after the church was built in 
1949. Several years ago care was 
taken when the city installed a side- 
walk between the hedge and Hillside 
Road. 

Each tree was removed by wrap- 
ping a chain around the trunk and at- 
taching the chain to a pick-up truck, 
which pulled the tree out of the 
ground. It took about three hours to 
remove the hedge. There are no im- 
mediate plans about whether to install 
another hedge.

is whether the city would attempt 
to exert any control over the op- 
eration of the theater, such as the 
types of films shown. McLaughlin 
said that in the scenario most often 
discussed, there would be some 
involvement, though more in an 
overall operations level (such as 
requiring a certain number of film 
festivals) than the details of spe- 
cific films. 

As of September 27, the city 
had not yet had substantive discus- 
sions with the present operator, 
Paul Sanchez, or any other theater 
operator. Currently, Sanchez owns 
the theater equipment and interior 
furnishings (such as the seats). 
McLaughlin said that he did not 
yet know if the city would have to 
pay for use of equipment and fur- 
nishings, although he added, “I 
hope not.” 

Sanchez has posted a notice 
that the theater’s last show could 
be on November 19. When asked 
if a deal must be in place by then 
to avoid a closure, McLaughlin 
again hoped the answer is no. He 
said that Sanchez had earlier told 
council he needed roughly $10,000 
to $15,000 to keep the theater 
open for the remainder of the year. 
According to Sanchez, the funds 
raised by Friends of the Greenbelt 
Theater account for almost all of 
the theater’s profits this year. 

If the city is to take over the 
theater, it would have a strong in- 
centive to keep it open until the 
deal is complete. According to 
McLaughlin, if the theater stays 
open as a theater, the city would 
not have to immediately bring the 
building up to code. Although the 
city would need to renovate the 
theater, it will have time to seek 
grant funds for that purpose. 

The Building 

Still unresolved, however, is the 
issue of whether the city can actu- 
ally acquire just the theater. Ina 
May 10 report Supervisory Inspec- 
tor James Sterling, said that “It 
appears... the City cannot purchase 
just the theater, as its floor plan 
exists today... The city may have 
to purchase the whole fire area the 
theater is enclosed within, which is 
still not determined at this time.” 
Sterling said that currently, the en- 
tire section of stores from the dry 
cleaners to Beijing to Pleasant 
Touch are listed as one building. 

At minimum, the city will 
likely have to construct one or 
more fire walls to establish the 
theater, and possibly some adjacent 
property, as a separate fire area. 

While McLaughlin’s September 
7 memorandum to council recom- 
mending acquisition noted that the 
property would become tax exempt 
if acquired by the city, he told the 
News Review that it is too early to 
say how that would affect the 
theater's payments. He noted that 
other properties, such as Green 
Ridge House, pay the city a fee in 
lieu of property tax. He expected 
that the theater would continue to 
pay admissions and amusements 
tax. 

Special Assessment 

In 1991, the City of Greenbelt 
entered into a special assessment 
agreement with George and Lisa 
Christacos, owners of two of the 
original commercial buildings in 
the Center. The purpose of the 
special assessment was to provide 
financing for the renovation of 
their buildings, since the city could 
finance the work at a lower cost 
than private financing. In return, 
the Christacoses borrowed a larger 
amount of money than was neces- 
sary for their work and used the 
extra funds to assist the city in re- 


constructing the city-owned park- 
ing areas serving the shopping 
center. 

This arrangement proceeded 
satisfactorily until 1997. At that 
time, the monthly payment for the 
special assessment was to increase. 
The Christacoses did not increase 
their payment, and further, stopped 
all payments during 1999. The 
city worked to resolve this situa- 
tion, but ultimately was unable to, 
and last year, began legal proceed- 
ings to recover the missed pay- 
ments. In response to the city’s 
actions, the Christacoses through 
their attorney have indicated a 
willingness to sell the theater to 
the city. 

History 

Originally, as well as now, the 
Center contained services that were 
useful in people’s daily lives, as 
well as the movie theater. As with 
the recreation facilities that were 
included in the original community 
by the government and the plan- 
ners, a theater contributed to the 
social/entertainment facet of 
people’s lives.
